Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-17 are pending. 

Specification 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . The use of the term "comprising" consistently in the claims render the claims 
indefinite because comprising is an open-ended word, which permit the inclusion of 
unrecited elements. The use of the term comprising to introduce claimed structure 
means that the ingredients covered by these claims may involve more elements than 
those positively recited. Ex parte Gottzein et ai, 1 68 U.S.P.Q. 1 76 (PTO Bd. App. 

1 969). Also see Ex parte Davis et ai, 80 U.S.P.Q. 448 (PTO Bd. App. 1 948). 
Claims, especially compound claims should be defined as --consisting of 

2. Claims 10 and 14 recite the limitation "mono-TFA salt, a mono-HCL salt, a 
bis-HCL salt or a bis-TFA salt" in lines 1-2 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim.
